Thus, the latest records of the 
ageesament of the rural areas show 
that the farm lands of Ontario are 
worth over $108,000,000 more than fu 
the first years of the last decade.

Develop the Factory. 

But what of the others? What of the 
young man whose taste lies in design- 
ing? Where will he find an outlet for 
his talents in his own part of the coun- 
try? And what of the embryo cabinet: 
makers, machinists, electricians, chem- 
ists and other industrial workers who 
will develop in the West in the near 
future? Must we send them abroad 
to find work ‘suited to their capabili- 
ties? And what of the daughters af the 
West? .Are they all going to stay at 
home? Their Ontario cousins are buay 
earning good wages, making the West 
erner’s underwear, carpets, confec- 
tionery, clothes and other necessities. 
Shall the Western girl be dented the 
same opportunities for her energy and 
skill? 

And what of Western towns? Are 
they to remain as they are, shopping 
and distributing centres in most cases 
with no producing industries? Many 
have reached their limit as to popu- 
lation and business as such, They 
must develop the factory or mark time. 
Will the Western farmer. be satisfied 
year in and year out.with the same 
little business centres with their lmit- 
ed opportunities for social intercourse 
nd pleasures2. ae 

A Big Problems 

As the life of the West centres more 
and more in farming, the problem of 
previding varied employment for those 
who live there will become intensified. 
Already in the towns in winter months 
there {s sometimes a dearth of em- 
ployment. Generally speaking there 
{w little mixed farming. Few cattle 
are kept on most farms and as a result 
dairying and meat production are hard- 
ly holding their own. This form of 
farming provides employment the year 
round, Not so wheat and oat culture. 

As the children of the ‘present 
settlers of the West grow into man- 
hood and womanhood, the problem 
of finding suitable employment for 
them will supersede all of the big prob- 
lems which we hear so much about 
to-day, unless development in other 
lines of activity begins at once, The 
factory with its ‘abundant openings 
for the skilled ‘artisan, for the office 
man or woman, the salesman and the 
organizing or executive genius cannot 
be built in a day, Already there is 
a place in the West for the busy work- 
shop, and within the next decade it 
will become essential to well-baanced 
progress in the West, 

The Factory Chimney 

Specialization is all very well in its 
\place, but specialization in Weatern 
farming has gane far enough if we 
‘want to keep in Canada all the young’ 
people who wish to specialize in some 
‘other field.

This By-Law shall apply to the fol- 
lowing animals, horses, cattle and 
hogs. 

2, For the purposes of this By-Law 
the terms horses and cattle shall in- 
clude the singular as well as the plur- 
aland the term horses shall include 
mules and donkeys; and the term cat- 
tle shall include all horned cattle or 
cattle that have been dehorned or are 
naturally without horns. 

8. Thatexcept as described or re- 
stricted by this By-Law or any other 
By-Law or By-Laws of the Rural Mun 
icipality of Marquis No. 157 it shall be 
lawful for animals to run at large 
within said Municipality and no per- 
son be liable for an action for trespas- 
sing in respect for any animal at large 
under the provisions of the By-Law. 

4. Any animal found trespassing 
upon any land or premises enclosed by 
a lawful fence shall be liable tobe im- 
pounded by the owner or occupant of 
auch land or his servant, or other per- 
von,and such animal may be sold un- 
der the provisions of the By-Law re- 
specting poundsand Poundkeepers un- 
less the damage caused by such ani- 
mal so trespassing and tho expenses 
of impounding same and the lawful 
fees be sooner paid, 

5, Nothingin this By-Law shall 
preventany person from recovering 
compensation in any Court of compet 
ent Tariedict ion from any person own- 
ing or having the custody of any ani- 
mal through which such damage has;

3 If Iron and Steel Plants are to Extend 


Present Schedules Must 
be Overhauled 


It le generally recognized that iron 
and steel are the basic industries of 
Canada, Think for a moment of the 
great variety of articles into whose 
manufacture iron or steel enters, The 
following despatch, therefore, to the 
Globe, from. Sault Ste. Marie giving 
a statement of T. J. Drummond of the 
Lake Superior Corporation is of in- 
| terest: 

“In regard to further extensions, I 
may say that we have had under con- 
sideration certain extensions of our 
iron and steel plant, but we have de- 
cided to postpone definite action in 
the meantime, pending possible con- 
sideration and action of the Dominion 
Government in regard to the iron and 
steel tariff. 

“The existing tariff in iron and 
steel {s so torn up by special dispen- 
sations, exemptions and rebates, that 
the progress of the industry is re 
tarded, and in many cases made ab- 
solutely impossible. Under the exist- 
ing tariff we are encouraged to manu- 
facture in small lines, giving small 
tonnage, and then discouraged in pro- 
gression into the manufacture of 
heavier sections, which give larger 
tonnage. In other cases industries 
are practically bonused to purchase 
their pig iron, merchant steel, etc., 
abroad, and so. in one way and an- 
other the industry is hampered, and 
the tariff is in many cases by these 
exemptions made absolutely fllogical 
and inconcistent. 

“If the iron and steel industry is 
to go forward this tariff must be over: 
hauled, and such matters as I have 
referred to must be dealt with in a 
common sense quanner, and especially 
in connection with pig fron, merchant 
mill products and structural steel. At 
present practically one million tons of 
fron and steel are annually being 
brought into the country, and the 
bulk of this tonnage could and should 
be made in Candda. We placed our 
case before the Gevornment during 
the last session of Parliament, and 
we are hoping: that something may 
be done this session, hut pending the 
outcome of what consideration the 
Government is giving to our case, we 
ean only mark time, and hope that 
such -acten will be taken as Will war- 
rant us in going ahead with the ex- 
tensions we have in view.”
